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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the cited prior arts still render the claims 
unpatentable and the final rejection dated 2/22/07 is deemed proper. Also.the specification of this application under prosecution at page 
14, lines 5-10, clearly states, "Any range or device value given herein may be'extended or altered without losing the effect sought, as will 
be apparent to the skilled person for an understanding of the teachings herein. A range of applications are within the scope of the 
invention". Since, applicant's claims contain broadly claimed subject matter, it clearly reads upon the examiner's interpretation of the 
claimed subject matter. 

Applicant's explanation regarding the 35 U.S.C. 112 rejection is for the applicant's amendment to the claims dated 1 1/28/2006 is noted 
(versus remarks dated 1 1/28/2006). Hence, the 35 U.S.C. 112 first paragraph rejection of the office action dated 2/22/2007 is withdrawn. 
The remarks indicate that the amendment to the claim 1 dated 1 1/28/2006 was not necessary/immaterial. 

Regarding the applicant's concern for the limitations, "the web-based telephony application instructing, at the future specified time, a 
telephony apparatus to automatically establish a telephone call", the applicant's explanation is considered but not persuasive. Regarding 
the arguments/remarks although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into 
the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181 , 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). The First inquiry must be into exactly what the 
claims define. See In re Wilder, 166 USPQ 545, 548 (CCPA 1970). The office action 2/222007 contains rejection for this limitations that is 
part of the claim 1 and which is rejected using combined teachings of Summers et al., 6,876,734, eMeeting.net Inc., and Linden et al., 
6,549,773, Nokia Mobile Phones Limited (Hereinafter Linden-Nokia). The office action also contained explanation on how the arts meet 
the broadly claimed limitations. Regarding the applicant's concern regarding particular portions of the cited reference for each phrase of 
the limitations, When reviewing a reference the applicants should remember that not only the specific teachings of a reference but also 
reasonable inferences which the artisan would have logically drawn therefrom may be properly evaluated in formulating a rejection. In re 
Preda, 401 F. 2d 825, 159 USPQ 342 (CCPA 1968) and In re Shepard, 319 F. 2d 194, 138 USPQ 148 (CCPA 1963). Skill in the art is 
presumed. In re Sovish, 769 F. 2d 738, 226 USPQ 771 (Fed. Cir. 1985). Furthermore, artisans must be presumed to know something 
about the art apart from what the references disclose. In re Jacoby, 309 F. 2d 513, 1 35 USPQ 317 (CCPA 1962). The conclusion of 
obviousness may be made from common knowledge and common sense of a person of ordinary skill in the art without any specific hint or 
suggestion in a particular reference. In re Bozek, 416 F.2d 1385, 163 USPQ 545 (CCPA 1969). Every reference relies to some extent on 
knowledge of persons skilled in the art to complement that which is disclosed therein. In re Bode, 550 F. 2d 656, 193 USPQ 12 (CCPA 
1977), 
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
